A GERMAN REVOLUTION 
MIGHT EM) THE WAR. 
The termination of the war is de 
voutly to be hoped for. 
Could the 
great cataclysm be brought to an end 
at some early time, the map of the 
world would not necessarily undergo 
startling changes, human life would 
he saved and vast property interests 
conserved 
There are but two prospects 
for 
peace. 
One is the overthrow of the 
arm ios of the Central Powers, neces 
sitating a prolonged struggle and a 
costlv sacrifice of blood and treasure. 
T.he otner is an uprising within the 
domains of the Ktiser, patterned af­ 
ter that of the Rncsian revolt, and 
the substitution of a republican form 
of government for the imperial mon­ 
archy. 
The latter is much to be preferred. 
It would be more far reaching in its 
effects, for it would remove at one 
fell stroke the tyranous heel of the 
Kaiser from the necks of an hundred 
million subjects and would sound the 
death knell of militarism, which alone 
is responsible for the world-wide holo­ 
caust. 
It would remove the necessity 
for the complete dismemberment of 
the German empire, and would ad­ 
vance the cauyse pf liberty hundreds of 
years.

RESIGN FROM OFFICE. 
Evérv theatre-goer is familiar with 
the mental workings of the rube ‘'con­ 
stable” who does comedy parts. 
Al­ 
ways. this minion of the law arrives at 
(inclusions by processes 
that 
are 
much slower than those of thu nimble 
witted villian. 
It seems typical of 
the species that they should so live 
that they would be caricatured thus. 
A big bunch of badge and guff and 
strut, ami very little efficiency—these 
things go to make up the constabulary 
as the funny paper and the low come­ 
dian see them. 
Jeft>rson county, which Is largely 
Birmingham, appears to have ^Glcn 
into the ways 5V more bucolic 
re­ 
gions and to have elected as sheriff a 
man who is but poorly equipped for 
the place. He is given a clean bill of 
health from the standpoint of hon­ 
esty. by the Birmingham press, and 
hence must be a good citizen and a 
conscientious one. However, it is ap­ 
parent from the recent revelations of 
his methods of keeping jail that by 
entering politics he spoiled a good 
cross roads preacher or perhaps an 
excellent farm hand. 
The report of

inals from the prison, makes it very 
.<i:in that men under 
sentence 
of 
death were trusted much more im­ 
plicitly by the sheriff than is the 
average church pillar by the bank. Oh, 
for a financier of such supreme gulli­ 
bility! 
This must be the prayer of 
overy bankrupt. 
A brief extract from the grand jury 
report says:

Of thr lack of discipline In the Jeffer­ 
son county jail wns 
the 
pernicious 
fee system, and bark of all this #** 
graft. 
Prisoners, 
men 
deprived of 
their liberty by the mandates of the 
law, were st the mercy of this pluud- 
crbtmd which to savo * few pennies 
daily allowed deep-dyed murderers to 
buy food for the guards tn exchange 
for liberties and privileges 
A sheriff 
who earns fifty thousand 
dollars 
a 
year for economy’s sake turned over 
the keys of the jail to criminals of 
every class, who became not only 
“trusties," but servants as well. 
It 
is no defense of the system that It had 
been in vogue for years. To continuo 
to plunder the public treasury for h»- 
efflclent service or no service nt all is 
not the highest virtue that an office 
holder could possess. 
“Constable" Batson, sheriff of Jef­ 
ferson county, was probablv guilty of 
no higher crime than 
incompetence 
And not until Incompetence la made 
a capital offense—as It Is in China - 
will the officer of the law 
become 
diligent In the discharge of hla full 
duty. 
Just for an example, and for tem­ 
porary moral effect, the sheriff 
of 
Jefferson county should be impeached 
If not Impeached, he should resign aa 
a retyke to those who failed to re­ 
move him from office. 


And why is it not possibre that this- 
revolution should come? 
The mut- 
terings of German discontent are be­ 
coming ominous, 
despite 
censored 
dispatches and official repression of 
facts. 
Food riots are reported from 
many of the larger cities of the Fath­ 
erland, and these reports may he be­ 
lieved at least in part.

We wish, first, to direct atten­ 
tion to the custom, which seems 
to have existed in the county jail

of serious crimes, aa “trusties," 
with various degrees 
of 
power 
and control over other prisoners.

crimes, have been used as inside 
wardens, not only within easy ac­ 
cess of the keys, but with actual 
custody thereof. 
On last Tuesday morning when 
the prisoners escaped, Wade Alien, 
serving a sentence in the county 
jail for manslaughter and H. W. 
Cole, with an appeal pending in 
the supreme court, after 9 Con­ 
viction for murder In the second 
degree, were practically in mintrol 
of the white and colored depart­ 
ments of the inside of the jail, A 
number of negro prisoners 
were 
being used as cooks, one of these 
¡groes being charged with 
the 
offense of roubery. Tony Malona, 
one of the prisoners who escaped, 
and who had at the time, pending 
in the supreme court his appeal 
from a judgment sentencing him 
to death, was used as an Inside 
trusty, in the white department, 
helping to carry breakfast to the 
white prisoners. 
The custom 
of 
treating

trusties as wardens, and a* 
on 
terms of equality with the regu­ 
larly paid officials was of such ago 
and so strongly engrafted 
upon 
the system that at the very time 
three condemned qaurderers were’ 
planning and executing their es­ 
cape from the jail, the inside war­ 
den, Mr. W. R. Orr, was 
taking 
breakfast in the cell with Wade 
Allen, a trusty, and Tony Malona 
and Sam Macina, which breakfast* 
was paid for by the prisoners. It 
can, therefore, be easily seeq that 
the escape was

possible by the system of relying 
upon prisoners, which trust would 
lull into a feeling of false secur­ 
ity by thé paid wardens charged

Xanten is a little old German dty 
on the lower Rhine, close to the boun­ 
dary of the Netherlands. It Is the site 
of <me of the most curious cathedrals 
In the world The cathedral, in fact, 
seems to be Xanten’s sole reason for 
existence. 
It has given the town its 
name, and whatever of reputation It 
' may have. The cathedral in turn takes 
.its name and Its fame from the some­ 
what grisly contents it houses—the 
bones of 380 holy men and martyrs, 
;carefiaily collected by the mother of 
;an emperor. It Is a storehouse crowd­ 
ed with the bones of saints—hence 
; Son ten, or Xanten. 
( The little city lies in a flat plain, of 
the sort that makes up the whole of 
the Netherlands, the Low Countries, 
to which the region belongs In almost 
everything but political affiliation. The 
Rhine here is a sullen murky stream, 
almost an arm of an inland sea, lashed 
by storms that whip in cold and gray 
clouded from the German ocean. The 
two spires of Xanten cathedral arise 
from the flatness like twin exclamation 
points, like the concrete protest erf 
their bsUders against the monotony 
of the landscape.
